NOT A MINIMUM WAGE ISSUE 


A bill sn the M issouri Legislature to establish a minimum 
wage of 75 cents an hour would do far more than that. It would 
grant autocratic powers over every business in M issouri to a 
“director” and boards appointed by him. It is a fantastic bill. 
The m easure would require all em ployers to pay not just a 
minimum wage but any wage ordered by the director upon the 
recommendation of a wage board (appointed by the director). 
There is no ceiling. 
The director would have the authority to investigate any­ 
place of business and exam ine “all books, registers, payrolls and 
any other records . , ” Employers w'ould be required to keep 
voluminous, detailed records of em ployees’ pay, the hours they 
work each day and week, “and such other inform ation as the 
director shall prescribe.” 
As an instrum ent for harassm ent, intim idation and irrita­ 
tion, it is difficult to im agine a more perfect docum ent. 
But 
beyond that, the m easure sim ply would put the economy of the 
state of M issouri in the hands of a few men. It would no longer 
be a free economy or anything rem otely resembling one. Wage 
control is part and parcel of a controlled economy 
A m inim um wage of 75 cents an hour would affect few 
businesses in Missouri outside the Ozarks w here it m ight cause 
some dislocation. But this bill is not a minimum w age bill. It 
an attem pt to push controls into virtually every enterprise, large 
or small.

A bill rn the Missouri Legislature to establish a minimum 
wage of 75 cents an hour would do far more than that. It would 
grant autocratic powers over e v e ry business in Missouri to a

The measure would require all employers to pay not just a 
minimum wage but any wage ordered by the director upon the 
recommendation of a wage board (appointed by the director). 
There is no ceiling. 
The director would have the authority to investigate any 
place of business and examine ‘‘all books, registers, payrolls and 
any other records, . . ” Employers w'ould be required to keep 
voluminous, detailed records of employees’ pay, the hours th e y 
w'ork each day and week, “and such other information as the 
director shall prescribe.’’ 
As an instrument for harassm ent, intimidation and irrita­ 
tion, it is difficult to imagine a more perfect document. 
But 
beyond that, the measure simply would put the economy of the 
state of Missouri in the hands of a few men. It would no longer 
be a free economy or anything remotely resembling one. Wage 
control is part and parcel of a controlled economy 
A minimum wage of 75 cents an hour would affect few 
businesses in Missouri outside the Ozark* where it might cause 
some dislocation. But this bill is not a minimum wage bill. It is 
an attempt to push controls into virtually every enterprise, large 
or small.

The Arst-baseman moves in about four strides in front of the 
base line before the pitch and then charges in to protect against 
a bunt down the first-base line. The catcher also tells him where 
to make his throw. 
The second-baseman moves s stride closer to home plate and a 
stride closer to first base before the pitch and rushes over to cover 
first base as the ball is bunted. 
In Little League baseball the shortstop plays at his normal 
position since the runners can’t leave their bases till the bali 
reaches the batter, but in other baseball—where runners can lead 
off the bases -the shortstop stays about two strides from second 
base to hold the runner dose to the base and moves over to cover 
his regular territory as the bail is pitched. 
The third-baseman protects the base line as shown in the dia­ 
gram and then covert third base to take the throw aa soon as the 
ball is bunted. 
The catcher charges, forward to field any short bunt in front of 
home plate or to call the play for the pitcher or flrst-baaeman. 
The diagram also shows how the outfielders move in to protect 
against throws getting past the Infielders. 
In games in which base-runners take leads, the pitcher must 
hold them close to their bases. This is particularly true of the 
runner at second base 
If there is one out in the inning, the 
players can’t commit themselves too soon because there is always 
a chance that the batter will tap into a double play. In this situa­ 
tion. the ftrst-baseman holds the runner close to first ami charges 
in as the pitcher begins his motion.
